Respecting the expenditure of the Munici- 
pal Revenue for the year 1892. 

WltERIAS it is expedient to provide addi- 
tional funis of money to meet the requirements 
of the service for the year ISO?.

General Charges of Corruption 
Launched— Wholesale Inquiries 
Will be Instituted. 

Scandals to be Unearthed— Suicides 
Anticipated— Numerous Depart ores 
of SBspeetedlndiYifluals . 

Pauls, Nov. 21.— There was a eceue of 
wild excitement to-day in tho Chamber of 
Deputies. Jules Delahaye, tho Boulangiat 
deputy from Chinou, raised the question of 
the Panama canal prosecutions. Ho de- 
nounced the government in the severest 
language, stating that tho authorities hud 
wholly neglected their duty and hud per- 
mitted the gravest and most colossal crimes 
to go unpunished. Ho demanded that jus- 
tiee bo done speedily, and that tho men 
of inlluenee and wealth accumulated by 
gigantic frauds lie brought lo exposure and 
punished. There was a clamorous scene. 
M. Delahaye and others affirmed bis 
utterances. Tho deputies charged each 
other in express terms with ft desire to pro- 
tect the guilty ones. One speaker claimed 
that he could point, out the men in the 
chamber who had shared tho spoils. 
A dozen deputies roso in an ex- 
cited manner to ask whom he 
meant. The answer was lost in tho clmnor 
and confusion. Members shook their fists 
in each others' faces and several tried to 
climb the tribunal ut once. The president 
rapped for order, but nobody seemed to 
hear. The melee was more general and dis- 
graceful than any witnessed in the Chamber 
during the present republic.

Premier Davie Arrangring Quarantine 
Matters -loenl Officers to Act 
for the Dominion. 



Control of Inlainl Fisheries to bo 
Determined by Case Before 
Supreme Court. 



Uoniiiiis.sioii to Settle Accounts Be- 
tween Dominion and Province— 
Jacques Cartier's Compass. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Nov. 21,— Premier Davie had a 
final interview with the sub-committee of 
the Privy Council to-day, and fully dis- 
cussed quarantine matters, which will be 
finally decided when Hon. Mr. Daly returns 
to Ottawa. Meanwhile it has been arranged 
that the municipal health oflicers of Vic- 
toria, Vancouver, Westminster and Nanaimo 
will be appointed Dominion quarantine 
oflicers for the purpoBc of inspecting ves- 
sels coming from Paget Sound points not 
calling at Albert Head. Instructions have 
been given to the Dominion Government 
engineer lo immediately prepare plans for a 
deep water wharf ' and suitable quarantine 
buildings for either tho station at William's 
Head or at Albert Head, one of which will 
be dually chosen as the site for a quarantine 
station. 

With reference to tho control of the 
fisheries of the inland waters of British 
Columbia — a. question which lias been raised 
in several of the other provinces — Hon. Mr. 
Davie w»s informed that a case was now 
being prepared for submission to the Su- 
preme Court to determine to what extent the 
Dominion and Provincial I lovernments were 
respectively entitled to control the inland 
fisheries. 

Mr. (lennnil in the Exchequer Court en- 
deavored to liuve the case of Clarke vs. 
lhe Queen, arising outof the expropriation 
of lands for the Ondcrdonk section, re- 
instated. The case was dismissed at a for- 
mer sitting, in Clarke's default. 

Judgo Burbidge, Chancellor Boyd and 
Judge Casault have been appointed a com- 
mission to settle the disputed accounts bo- 
tween the Dominion and Ontario and 
Quebec.

Tim Chilean Commission, 

VALPARAISO, Nov. 21.— Leading Chileans 
are well satisfied that the plan for holding 
the sittings of the claims commission has 
been changed from Washington lo Santiago, 
and that it will greatly lessen the expense 
of the commission. The Chilean people, ns 
well as the authorities, intend to show all 
possible courtesy to Admiral Gherardi and 
Ids fleet. Special trains from various parts 
of the republic will be run while the ships 
are in port. 

Famine In Russia. 

St. Petersdvbo, Nov. 20. — Count Tol- 
stoi, in the Russian Gn/.ette, calls attention 
to the continued miserable condition of the 
peasantry in Russia, It says the fumine 
again threatens tho grain districts. The 
rye harvest is as bad as it wus in 1 SO 1 and 
oatB are an utter 'failure. There is a do- 
plorable dearth of material for li res, and 
the people uro exhausted by last winter's 
misery. The outlook is aa black as pos- 
sible. 

Hurled In the Sum!. 

Berlin, Nov, 21, — The bodies of 19 
adults have been found buried in the sand 
of a cellar in Lublin, Russian Poland. The 
police aro investigating the matter, which 
as yet is a complete mystery. 

Supposed Suicide. 

Paris, Nov. 21. — Baron Jacque de Rein- 
ach, a financier of considerable note, is 
dead. The causo of death has been care- 
fully kept secret. Ho was implicated in 
the formation of the Panama canal scheme, 
ami to a certain extent was a conspicuous 
stockholder. It is rumored that he com- 
mitted suicide for fear of an investigation 
of the canal company's business by the gov- 
ment. 

Cremated. 

Hamburg, Nov. 20, — Tho body of Mr. 
Deekwith, a Cincinnati merchant, was 
burned yesterday in the crematory of the 
Ohlsdorf cemetery, This was the (list 
time the Ohlsdorf crematorium has been 
used. 

ItU-cl by I'alson. 

BERLIN, Nov. 21. — A private dispatch 
from Odessa confirms tlio report that 
General Boronofi' had died of poison. 
Boronoff was recently appointed to inquire 
into the financial administration of tho 
affairs of the city of Taslikcnd, in Asiatic- 
Russia. It was suspected at the time of 
his death that liia examination had led to 
the discovery of a system of robbery and 
misappropriation of civil funds on the part 
of the most prominent ollicials, and that his 
removal by poison was determined on by 
those implicated in the expected exposure. 



His sudden death, before his report could 
be handed in, aroused the suspicions of the 
Government and a post-mortem examination 
verified tho suspicion. The murderers arc 
expected to be arrested momentarily, und 
sensational developments are looked for. 

The Monetary Conference. 

London, Nov. 21.— Tho steamship Aller, 
which reached Southampton yesterday, 
landed Senator William B. Allison, Con- 
gressman James McCreary and 1'resident 
15. Benjamin Andrews, of Brown uuivercity, 
members of tlio United States commission 
to the international monetary conference, 
which will moot in Brussels on Tuesday. 
They were conveyed in a special from 
Southampton to this city, where they wcro 
met by Henry White and other members 
of the United States legation, They will 
leave for Brussels to-day. 

Copper Coins. 

BrOSSELS, Nov. 21. — Delegates to the in- 
ternational monetary conference, who re- 
present the Latin union, held a meeting to- 
day to discuss the proposals of tho Italian 
delegates concerning the circulation of cop- 
per coins between the nations belonging to 
the union, with a view to remedying the 
inconvenience felt by reason of Italy's luck 
of small coins.

London, Nov. 21. — Abnormal storms are 
still reported from tho South of Ireland, 
Considerable stretches of the country have 
been flooded near Mallow and Charlotte- 
villu. In many villages the water is two 
feet deep on the street. A house at the 
base of tho Cohulaiigh mountaiu, is re- 
ported to have been swept away by a moun- 
tain stream and all its occupants are said to 
have been drowned. 

Ilgnndn win itc Detained. 

London, Nov. 21, — It is announced semi- 
officially that the government have resolved 
to retain Ugunda. In this event a special 
commissioner will he sent out to supersede 
the officials of the British East Africa Com- 
pany.

PARIS, Nov. 21.— At Mulhauzen, in Al- 
sace, Saturday, tho wife of a basket muker, 
driven to desperation by the destitution of 
herself and children, resulting from her 
husband's dissipating, cut the throats of 
her four youngest children and then killed 
herself in tho same manner, ull the little 
ones dying. 

Arrest or Anarchists. 

HAMBURG, Nov. 21. — Two Anarchists 
have been arrested in Ahona on suspicion 
of having circulated Kuglish tracts advo- 
cating anarchy. 

Capture or Abomey. 

Palis, Nov. 21. — It is announced officially 
that Abomey has been captured by General 
Dodds. The French army suffered no loss. 
It is now camped in and around the capitol. 

Bow in the Itelchstae, 

Berlin, Nov. 21. — Ex-Minister Herr • 
Furth to-day attacked vigorously in the- 
Prussian Landtag Miquel's Tax Reform bills. 
He spoke amid ftrent excitement and, as he 
sat down, the house was in a condition of 
unparalleled confusion. Herr Furth's re- 
tirement from the cabinet was due to Ilia 
difference with Miquel on the subject of 
tax reform and to-day lie did not 
hesitate to scorch his former colleagues with 
the most biting criticisms. It was tho 
ablest speech heard in the house for years. 
Herr Furth's vehement opposition to the 
government will smooth Bismarck's way for 
a similar course in tlio Reichstag,

alleged libel in an article in August, LS91, 
in which certain comments were made upon 
Mr. McDougall's conduct in reference to tho 
prosecution of two men caught stealing from 
elevators, resulted in an acquittal of the 
defendant.

The ease of McLean Brothers vs. the 
Municipality of Richmond came up in the 
Supreme Court to-day, before Justice Me- 
Creight. McLean Brothers are suing for 
$4,970 'Si, balance- of contract duo for mak- 
ing roads, and §2,020 damages and interest. 
The suit arose out of tho troubles between 
last year's municipal council and the present 
one. Messrs. McLean claim that the present 
council p iid them part of their contract, 
but would not pass the by-law levying a 
rate to meet the balance. The council, on 
the other hand, say they were unwilling to 
pay the damages, and argue that there was 
no contract, the old one having acted ille- 
gally in its expenditure of money, and that 
the present council is not liable. 

A tiro destroyed W. J. Robinson's line 
new residence at Cloverdale, hist evening. 
Whiie the family were away at church, the 
house was noticed to be ablaze, and on an 
alarm being given, the congregation and 
pastor rushed to the rescue. The house, 
which had been recently completed at a 
cost of about §3000, was totally destroyed. 
Fortunately, there was not much furniture 
in the building, as the family were only 
moving in. A trunk containing a number 
of valuahle papers was one of the greatest 
losses. There was no insurance. 

S low fell plentifully in the interior, yes- 
terday. At Lytton the "beautiful" is lying 
IS inches deep, while Spence's Bridge and 
North Bend have 10 inches. The tops of 
the cars arriving hero on the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway to-day were plentifully covered 
with snow. 

Peter Adair and John McCabc, wdio were 
arrested on Friday night near the Pacific 
Coast shingle mill with a quantity of liquor, 
■stolen from Bell-Irving, Patteisou & Co.'s 
wholesale warehouse, were this morning 
committed for trial, by the po- 
lice magistrate, on a charge of 
having the stolen property in their posses- 
sion. Yesterday Mr. Moresby went down 
to Sie.tst n in Bsutilier's steam launch, in 
chase of the sloop which was said to have 
some of the stolen iiquor aboard. Ho was 
too late, however, as it was found that the 
sloop had got away and bad passed Plum- 
per's pass. It is understood that the ves- 
sel has been used by a gang of thieves to 
smuggle stolen goods from this side into 
American territory. 

Tho late heavy rains have washed out 
the gravel on the waterworks pipe line bo- 
tween the Junction and Coquitlam lake. 
No damage of consequence was done to the 
line, though the washouts will have to be 
tilled in. 

The line repairers of tho telegraph com- 
pany say the storm on Saturday morning 
did more damage to the wires in all direc- 
tions than any previous gale on the const. 

Owing to Hoods in Washington, on a long 
line of tho Great Northern railway between 
Seattle and Fairhaven, thcro has been no 
train into South Westminster since Friday. 

The new trallic bridge ucross the 
Coquitlam river was damaged during the 
storm of Saturday. The centre pier was 
struck by a mass of derelict logs and badly 
shaken. The structure stood tho strain 
better even than could have been expected. 

A man named Davis was nearly drowned 
in the Luk-a Kuk river at Sumas on Satur- 
day while trying to ford it with a wagon 
and team. T he horses were swept down 
the stream and drowned, but the driver 
managed to get ashore safely.

Some 
fine BBinples of coarse goldwaahed out while 
prospecting tho ground have been sunt to 
friends in the East.

1, at 10 o'clock yeatorduy, a report 
fom tho building inspector, Mr, Yv*. \V. 
lorthcott, being the first item of business 
b receive attention.

i-anos, had become uo decayed as to be a 
cangerous nuisance, and having deteriorate 
h value fully 50 per cent., wero brought 
vithin the operation of clause Si) of the 
Building by-law, No. l i t. 

This section was read by tho Mayor in 
explanation of tho report, and it was also 
mentioned that 'having given ten days' 
notice to tho owners, the council could 
order tho removal or destruction of the 
buildings. 

Ai.i). ttUMBKR— And who in the ten days 
is responsible for any damage that may be 
done by the collapse of tlio buildings; they 
may go at any minute'.' 

Tine MAYOR replied that he could not bo 
expected to answer such a question, and 
that all the council could do was to act 
within tho powers allowed them by statute. 

ALD. Lovki.i. had a resolution ready to 
meet tho case. It was seconded by Aid. 
McKillican, who Had also visited the tailing 
structure*, and endorsed Aid. Lovell'a ro- 
marks as to their condition. The motion 
stated " that the opinion of tiie Council is 
that tho three wooden buildiugs on the 
north side of Johnson street, between 
Simon Leiser's buildings and the harbor, 
being decayed and long out of repair, have 
deteriorated in value more than 50 percent, 
and becomo a dangerous nuisance, which 
should be forthwith removed; and that the 
Building Inspector bo requested to notify 
tho owners of the property in question ac- 
cordingly." 

The causes which led to the downfall of 
the premises in debate wero fully discussed, 
and anecdotes of earlier days, when a for- 
tune was made in liquor smuggled through 
a trap door in one of them, were related by 
tho pioneer members of the Board, the re- 
solution passing unopposed. 

Several communications from legal firms 
wero next dealt with. Messrs. Yates, Jay 
& Russell wrote respecting the claim of 
Messrs. Cameron, Currie & Co. of Montreal 
for a refund of license, and wero informed 
that] the Finance committee to whom the 
matter had been referred, had not yet re- 
ported. 

Messrs. Eberta & Taylor asked for a 
check to satisfy the costs of the appeal 
taken by Mr. F. \V. Heath against a police 
court conviction, the latter having been set 
aside. The letter went to the Finance com- 
mittee. The City Barristers also wrote that 
tiioy had received notification from Messrs. 
Bodwell & Irving that an action had been 
instituted by Major C. T. Dupont, to com- 
pel the abatement of the sewerage nuisance 
complained of by him. Tho city solicitors 
sought instructions. 

AXD. HtJNTEK explafcied that the sewer 
was not giving Major Dupont any trouble 
at present, a neighbor having ventured tho 
experiment of connecting with it. Tho re- 
sult was not us anticipated, the course of 
the sewage being diverted, and the connec- 
tion giving it an outlet in tho experimental- 
ists cellar, which was rapidly tilling. 

Ald. Styles and Baker advised that 
men be employed at once to finish the work, 
which now required but about §150 to com- 
plete it. 

THE MAYOR regretted that this was at 
present impossible, and tho communication 
was informally tabled. 

Mr. Sidney C. D. Roper, of Ottawa, 
wrote asking for civic statistics for incor- 
poration in the Canada Year liook, and tho 
Council ordered that the required facts aud 
figures be sent. 

Captain George Rudlin, by letter, re- 
minded the city of the agreement made by 
a former council to purchase forty feet of 
his land for $'2,000, to provide for Johnson 
street extension. The deeds were ready if 
the city still wished to buy; if not he hoped 
they would attend to the drainage, as the 
fences wer e being ruined. 

THE MAYOR — The money has been set 
aside for the purchase and is now on special 
deposit. 

Ald. STYLES— I am in favor of running 
Johnson street through, but more than 
Captain Rudlin's land is required to do it. 

ALD. HUMBER inquired if the Local Im- 
provement Act did not apply to the cane 
undsr discussion. 

ALD. Bak.HR suggested that it was not 
desirable to buy the land now, the Local 
Improvement law fully covering the case, 
aud the communication "stood over," it 
being understood that the drain referred to 
will be looked after. 

A petition from the numerous heirs of tho 
late Roderick Finlayson was received in op- 
position to tho proposed opening up of 
Queen's avenue under the Local Improve- 
ment act. The communication went to the 
City Assessor, it being understood that the 
objection taken will prevent the carrying 
out of the work proposed. 

A second petition, somewhat similar in 
character, was received from a majority of 
those interested in property along the pro- 
posed extension of Birdcage Walk. The 
signers expressed their willingness to pay 
one-hulf the cost of the contemplated im- 
provement, but thought that as the comple- 
tion of Government street was of importance 
to tho whole city, the city should bear at 
least half of the expense involved. 

The petition, together with a resolution 
accompanying it, was referred to tho City 
Assessor. 

Chief Deasy, of the Fire department, re- 
ported the addition of a new alarm box to 
the service; also that the alarms wero in 
need of a thorough overhauling. A recent 
fire on Frederick street had developed the 
fact that there is not a hydrant on that popu- 
lar residential thoroughfare, although orders 
were given for the placing of one there some 
time ago. 

ALD. BRAGG thought it strange that, the 
hydrants having been purchased, they 
could not be nut down. 

ALD. BAKEtt concurred, and 

Ai.D. HUNTER was of the opinion that 
some sort of fire protection in Victoria West, 
was a more immediate necessity than addi- 
tional hydrants in the city. The people at 
"Russell's station," with only tho bucket 
brigade to depend on, wero in terror of tiro 
all tho time. 

The lire report was filed. 

The Victoria football olub wrote asking for 
police attendance at tho Victoria-Westmin- 
ster game, that is now past and gone. Their 
letter had been mislaid, but the police were 
in hand just the same.

20.— The Reichstag will 
opeii oil Tuesday w ith the party groups in 
Bueli a state of variance that it would be 
futilo to attempt to ptedict how they will 
arrange themselves. Tho Centrists aro 
split into two sections, one of which is un- 
compromisingly opposed to tho military 
bill and the other will openly support the 
government if it can obtain concessions 
widening Catholic privileges. Out of 
100 Centrists tho government is still 
hopeful of getting support. The 
Conservatives are divided over the army 
bill, and it will require skillful ministerial 
handling to induce them to support it. The 
Polish group continues to hesitate in its 
allegiance to the government. Only the 
Reicbs party will go solid with Chancellor 
Von Caprivi. The Emporor'a speech at tho 
opening of the reiehstag and the subsequent 
statement of the chancellor of new loans to 
cover military expenditures will be the 
earliest factors in regulating the policy of 
the groups. 

A sensation has been caused by the 
abrupt departure of tho King of Saxony 
from Potsdam, where he was visiting Em- 
peror William. Tho sudden ending of the 
visit has caused to be circulated a report 
that the Emperor and King hud quarrelled 
over the army measure. Some sudden rup- 
ture undoubtedly occurred between the 
sovereigns, but as the Government of Sax- 
ony some time ago assented to military re- 
organization, the misunderstanding could 
not have happened over tho army bill. Tho 
diplomatic circle credit the report that the 
difference arose over the Emperor's pro- 
posing to prosecute Prince Bis- 
marck, whose latest revelations us 
to who precipitated the war with France 
by falsifying the famous Emperor's dis- 
patch, are felt in official quarters to justify 
any measure that may be adopted to Hilence 
him, Tho King of Saxony, it is said, not 
only opposed Prince Bismarck's prosecution, 
but urged the Emperor to make the lirst 
advance towards a reconciliation with His- 
marck. The incident will not abate the de- 
termination of the King of Saxouy to pre- 
vent the Emperor from prosecuting l!is- 
marck. 

Herr Rebel has been elected president 
and Herr Singer vice-president of the cen- 
tral committee of the Socialist party.

THE LABOR DISPUTE. 

The United States is not the only placo 
in which there have been labor troubles. 
A labor dispute lately caused considerable 
disturbance in New South Wales. The 
diliiculty was both between capital and 
labor and between unionists and non- 
unionists. Tho employers were not satisfied 
with the service they received for tho 
wages paid. They changed tho system 
from day's work to contract. The working- 
men struck work, and, when non-unionists 
were employed in their stead, they had re- 
course to violence and intimidation. The 
aid of tho law was called in and the ring- 
leaders of the rioters tried, found guilty uud 
sentenced to [different terms of imprison- 
incut. This was resented by the unionists 
and their sympathisers, and they applied to 
the Government for the release of the con- 
demned men. It was intended to back up 
the demand by a great popular demonstra- 
tion which would convince the Government 
and the Legislature that it was not safe to 
deny the request of tho unionists. The 
petition was presented, but the demonstra- 
tion turned out to bo a complete fiasco. 

This is the outline of the disturbance as 
it appears in the English papers. Tho 
trouble took place at the Broken Hill 
mines, which are owned by the Broken Hill ' 
Proprietary Company. These mines wcio 
for a time very profitable, yielding in less 
than nine years no less a sum than $:)(),000,- 
000. While times were good and the mines 
were making large dividends the mine 
owners did not think it worth their while to 
place any check on the miners, believing 
that a dispute with them would cost more 
than they lost by the skulking and the idle- 
ness of lazy and dissipated men. But 
when the yield became less and the price of 
silver fell the owners insisted upon the men 
leaving oil' reading novels and looking at 
illustrated papers during working houra 
and giving them seven and a half 
hours honest work for the ten shillings pay 
they received. Thoy found with tho men 
working when they liked and playing when 
they pleased it cost them fifty per cent, 
more to raise the ore than if every man did 
an honest day's labor. 

Iu order to ensure faithful work the man- 
agers substituted the contract system for 
day work. Tho Miners' Union resisted this 
change and a striko was ordered. Then, 
when tho managers attempted to work their 
mine by non-union labor, tho strikers 
became violent, and after a time legal pro- 
ceedings were taken against the leaders, and 
six of them were tried and convictod. Tho 
result has been to cause tho miners of Aus- 
tralia to see that though they have perfect 
liberty to make their own bargains with the 
mine owners and to refuse to work when 
tho terms aro not such as they approve, they 
have no right to intimidate either tho 
employers or the non-union men when they 
are trying to do their work. In a word, that 
though they are their own masters, they are 
not the masters of either tho capitalists or 
the non-union men. 

The Homestead strikers have also, at a 
very heavy cost to themselves and their 
former employers, been taught this leHson. 
It seems hard to convince some labor or- 



ganizations that though they are at liberty 
to assert their own freedom and to manage 
their own affairs, they have not the power 
in a free country to intorfero with the 
liberty of other tvorkingthen, and, without 
their consent, tuke the direction of tho 
business of their employers. It Eeems very 
difficult to touch men in any position how 
to use power properly. Experience, and 
that in many cases dearly bought, appears 
to be the only effective teacher. 

THE PEOPLE'S PO WER. 

Our contemporary, the Times, has been 
making a feeble attempt to controvert our 
argument, that tho English peoplo have 
more direct and immediate power over their 
own governments than the people of the 
great republic to the south ot us have 
over theirs. The writer finds support 
in an article written by Lord Salisbury, 
in which he says : " Should Mr. Gladstone 
create moro Peers to procure tho passage 
of tho Homo Rule bill through tho 
Lords, Lord Salisbury will not acknowledge 
them." As a matter of fact, his Lordship 
has no power in the matter, but if he had, 
he and his House ure not a match for the 
House of Commons. That House holds tho 
purse strings of the nation and on * hint that 
supplies will not bo voted till a certain 
measure is passed, the Lords 6how that they 
understand with, lfalstaff, that discretion 
is the better part of valor. So it was in 1832 
when petitions rolled in from tho provinces 
urging the Whigs to stop supplies. Then 
Wellington and Peel consented to a reform 
which tho elccpienco of Lord John Russell, 
of Brougham and of Lambton could not per- 
suade them to grant. 

Much later, the House of Lords, thinking 
the nution would be mined if newspapers 
could be sold at a penny, rejected the 
Gladstone Bill for the abolition of the 
paper duty. The great Commoner ought 
to have collapsed, but he did not. He sent 
the measure up to tho Lords again, this 
time as part of tho Budget. That House 
has power to reject a money bill, but lias 
no power to alter a word of it. Their 
Lordships had not the temority to throw 
out the Budget and so leave the Govern- 
ment without supplies, so they passed the 
measure which emancipated the daily press 
of England. 

For more than two centuries had the 
House of Commons omitted to read an- 
nually tho Mutiny Act, tho nrmy of Eng- 
land would have been disbanded. There 
are powers which the IIouso of Representa 
tives does not possess and which many 
thoughtful Americans think it ought to pos 
boss. But a greater flaw than the want of 
such powers is the continuiucc iu office for 
six months of a discredited administration, 
with all tho power of wrong doing which 
lies in it. No one who has capacity for 
thought can fail to see that it was this ab- 
surd regulation which gave the Confeder- 
ates time to organize, to denude 
the North of the weapons of war, 
use the national resources for the 
benefit of traitors to tho nation. 
That may bo an example of the voice of the 
people controlling the course of the Govern- 
ment according to blind admirers of Ameri- 
can institutions, but it will not commend 
itself co thinking men. 

President Harrison may use his time be- 
tween this and March to legislate further 
on tho line of the McKinley tariff or 
to widen the breach between the States 
and England on the Bohriug Sea contro- 
versy. There is no power to prevent him. 
In free England that is impossible. In 
which country, then, will any man say, 
have the peoplo the most power 'i 



bound by tho fetters that Governments had 
m&do for it. Tho laws wcro ovaded in 
scores of ways, some of them so clumsy that 
those only who wanted to bo blind failed to 
sec that the law had been violated. Tho 
usury laws wero broken moro frequently 
and moro impudently than any of tho others. 
Tho lender generally found a way to 
dictate his o,vn terms, and made 
the boriowor a party to his 
infringement of the law as well as the suf- 
ferer from his illegal exactions. What has 
happened in other countries in other ages, 
will be sure to happen in this century, and 
in Kansas and other States in which tho 
People's Party obtain the direction of 
affairs. Tho man who has money will lend 
it on his own terms, or will not lend at all, 
and ho will bo allowed to make his bargains 
independently of tho law. 

It is somewhat singular that there are 
many men who see nothing wrong or foolish 
in attempting to make a law to regulate 
the interest to be paid for money, who 
would laugh at the notion of making 
laws to regulate tho prico of beef or 
flour or tea or sugar. Yet ono law would 
bo just as wise— or as foolish — as tho other. 
There is nothing mysterious about monoy. 
It is subject to tho 6amo laws as other 
commodities which men deal in, and the 
community can bo no more benefited by 
attempting to fix its price by law than by 
attempting to determine by legislation what 
ahull be paid for the use of houses or lands, 
or horses or machinery.

A FUTILE ATTEMPT. 

One of the objects of tho People's Party 
in tho United States is to get. cheap money. 
Its members hoped to bo ublo to elect a 
President and Legislature that would make 
the Government thu people's banker. Laws 
were to be enacted compelling the Govern- 
ment to lend money to those that need it at 
two per cent., and that, too, on security 
that bankers do not always consider sound. 
They huvo failed in this, but now in the 
states in which they have a majority they 
oxpect to effect the same purpose by enact- 
ing usury laws, which will make it a punish- 
able offence to charge more than 
a very low rate of interest. We 
do not know whether they intend to 
supplement this law by[another one compet- 
ing men who have money to lend it at the 
rate of interest they have made lawful, and 
denying capitalists, on pain of death or 
something like it, the privilege of leaving tho 
CJiintry or of sending their money out of it. 

Wo wonder if these peoplo know that 
they are trying to do what governments in 
other ages and many countries have at- 
tempted and failed most signally to accom- 
plish. Governments in former ages have 
meddled with trade in every shape and 
way. They have enacted stringent usury 
laws, they have tried to fix the price 
of corn, of bread, of wool, and 
a hundred other commodities. They 
have ordained that different kinds 
of labor shall bo paid at cer- 
tain rates and have attached severe punish- 
ments to tho violation of their laws. But 
it was all in fain. Trade refused to be

aware of the fact that Doan Garmiohael 
would create a revolution in church work 
here tint is sadly needed, and I know that 
his vigorous and progressive spirit would 
not bo welcome in a certain* circle. 
As to hia liberal mindedness, who could 
question it in tho anti-Jesuit agitation of a 
few years since, when the majority of our 
Protestant clergymen in tho East acted 
more like party politicans than ministers of 
the gospel? Dean Oarmichael was sneered 
at for "his inuction," but he was only 
sneered at once. He shamed his traddeeia 
by his manly explanations; and who can 
doubt the liberal spirit which has character- 
ised his actions in the cause of temperance. 

"A Protestant Clergyman" sounds the 
right key ; let us have a man in entire sym- 
pathy with us. Canadians are clever enough 
to conduct Canadian affairs ; we have plenty 
of eminent men in Canada, without making 
any draft whatever on the 20,000 clergy of 
England. I hope, for our own credit, that 
there will be no such delegation of power 
to tho Archbishop of Canterbury. 

"One Who Knows" shows ho knows 
nothing when he says Dean Camiiehael und 
Bishop Sullivan are extremely low church- 
men. Both are progressive in every re- 
spect : they may not exactly suit the ex- 
treme high churchmen here, but they ate by 
no means "extreme low churchmen." As to 
supplies ceasing, that is a pitiable expression 
of weakness. But suppose they do, then tho 
best step to take is that which our late 
Bishop persistently opposed — union with tho 
church in Canada, aud a realization of the 
ideas of "A Protestant Clergyman."

By the time the Colonist reached it? 
reuilers Una morning, the shattered tim- 
bers of tlio old ship Kricsson will in all 
probability bo strewn along tho shores of 
Barclay Sound, or tossed fur out on tho 
wide Pacific, for when the familiar old 
vessel was lust seen, at noon on Sunday, 
alio was in such a position that her immedi- 
ate destruction seemed inevitable. She had 
boon caught in Friday night's gale whilo 
bound from Sun Francisco to Nanaimo for 
a coal cargo, driven into Barclay Sound, 
and pinned between tho rocky shora of 
i'ntrance Island and a narrow leugo skirt- 
ing it. Going on at about ~ o'clock Satur- 
day morning, the wreck had already been 
badly battered when the steamer Alert, 
Captain Clarke, passed it en route to Vie- 
*?n& the following day. 

The Alert was on her way from rlesauoit, 
and did not notice the ship until about four 
miles nearer home ; then sho put back at 
once to render any assistance required. Hie 
Ericsson's sailors were found busily im- 
ployed unbending tho sails, for from the 
position of the ship it was evident she must 
soon go to pieces. Her bow rested clear 
out of water on u gigantic boulder, while 
her storn was awash, the ship being ex- 
posed to all the prevailing winds of tho 
Pacific. 

Her Captain, with a boat's crew, had 
gone to Cape Beulo to telegraph for assist- 
ance, and so the volunteered serviced of the 
Alert were declined. They were getting 
what could be saved ashore, and tho ship 
being in ballast and her fate being certain 
they thought thero was really very littl» 
the steamer could do. The wire being 
down the Captain's visit to the Cape proved 
a useless journey. 

Capt. Clarke's report to Collector Milno, 
the ouly definite information yet received of 
the disaster, states briefly that the Ericsson, 
(American ship, lies ashore at the eastern ex- 
trem lt,v of Entrance Island, Barclay Sound,

Cove He said to his mate at the time that

opportunity to investigate tho case. _ 

The Ericsson has u record covering ,«J 
years, many of which have been spent in 
Pacific waters. She was originally a 
steamer plying out of New York, but was 
converted into a ship with a registered ton- 
age of 1,568 and put in the coal trade. 
Her master for some lime past has been 
Captain Dennett, and her owners are a San 
Francisco firm. 

THE planter's narrow escape. 
Listed until her starboard taffrail is un- 
der water, tho barkentine Planter, Capt. 
Uow, is now lying in James Bay. Sho is 
owned by Kentlield k Co., of San Francisco, 
and is a lino vessel of 2,500 tons burden. 
Sho left Port Gamble for Honolulu last 
Friday, with a load of over 600,000 feet of 
lumber, and during the gale of Friday 
night, while the vessel was oil" Cape Flat- 
tery, the deck lashings parted and the cargo 
shifted to starboard to such an extent that 
all on board thought it only a question of a 
few moments until she would " turn turtle." 
The bowling blast swept the vessel stag- 
gering into 'tho trough of the foam-cupped 
waters, and it was only after tho most des- 
perate efforts on the part of the entire crew 
that she got before the wind. Wave after 
wave swept the decks and more than ouce 
drove the men to the rigging. The good 
ship staggered and labored like a strong 
man lighting for life, and the long night 
wore away bringing the dawn to anxious 
eyes which scarcely hoped to ever see it 
again. The gale abated to some 
extent and the vessel was got 
around and headed for the cape. 
Passing Carmunah point, her plight was 
noticed, and before long the tugs Lome and 
\\ anderer were steaming to her assistance. 
The Lome reached her first and brought 
her into harbor Sunday afternoon. The 
vessel is but little damaged so fur as can 
now bo seen. The bulwarks and stanchions 
on the starboard sido have been partly 
carried away, and there is about ten feet of 
water in the hold. The Planter i3 now 
lying alongside Provost's wharf, and Con- 
tractor Salisbury commenced to take off her 
deck loud yesterday. It is thought that 
when this is done the vessel will right her- 
self sufficiently to be gotten into shope and 
without much delay proceed on her voyage. 
Everything considered, tho crew may con- 
gratulate themselves on their narrow 
escape from a too close acquaintance with 
the mermaids and other inhabitants of the 
bottom of old ocean. 

SAILED FOR THE SOUTH. 
H.M.S.S. Melpomene and Daphne sailed 
for southern waters yesterday morning, the 
former for tho Mexican coast for winter 
duty, and the latter en route to the China 
Station by way of San Francisco and Hono- 
lulu. H.M.S. Warspite is expected to leave 
th3 dock to-day, and will sail for homo 
about tho first week in December. The 
Nymphe, as previously announced, is to sail 
southward about the same time. The 
Hyacinth will remain in British Columbia 
waters for the winter. No word lias yet 
been received as to what ship will be sent 
here as flagship.

Inebriate Asylums Referred to as 
Applicable to Specially 
Hard Cases. 

NANAIMO, Nov. 21.— The Royal Commis- 
sion on the liquor traffic opened in the City 
hall this afternoon. Commissioners Judge 
McDonald and Rev. Dr. MoLeod were on 
• ho bench, Dr. Bradley being present f*s 
secretary of the commission. Mr. ?pence 
watched tho proceedings for tho Dominion 
Alliance, and Mr. L. H. Pribbs took notes 
iu the interest of the liquor trade. 

Sheriff Drake, the first witness, said he 
had resided for 30 years iu the province, 
and, considering the mixed character of the 
community, for Uh good order and be- 
haviour the district of Nanaimo compared 
favorably with any town in the Do- 
minion. He was not in favor of prohibition 
though he did not oppose it in principle. 
Ho was of opinion that there \va3 a strong 
minority in the city who favored a prohibi- 
tory law. He knew of no illicit manufac- i 
torics in the province. There were 20 
licensed bouses in the city. Ho knew '„ no 
Sunday closing act worked bencficiall'j. He 
did not believe in limiting the u umber of 
licenses, but in making all applicants 
comply with the regulations. He knew of 
no places in the town where intoxicants only 
were sold. Of violent crime there hud been 
but little in tho district. Moat of the 
crime had been in contact with petty 
drunks and supplying intoxicants to Indians. 
He considered the law prohibiting tho salo 
of intoxicants to Indians a wise one. 

Ex-Mayor Andrew Huslam was next ex- 
amined. He hud found the community a 
most orderly one and, considering the wages 
paid, the different nationalities represented 
and the number of seamen in the city, ex- 
ceptionally good order prevailed. He had 
no reason to believe there were any unli- 
censed sales of liquor. He believed tlio 
Sunday closing act was well kept. Ho 
thought it advisable to limit llio number of 
licenses. The license fee in Nanaimo was 
§300, and was higher than that of most 
other cities. If prohibition was carried nut 
ho would be in favor of it, but feared it 
could not be effectually worked. Ho did 
not think tliero was a strong feeling iu favor 
of prohibition. There was Sunday closing 
among the citizens. He believed tlio habit 
of strong drink had decreased in tho Prov- 
ince since he lirst came here. He considered 
that the fever licensed houses there were in 
tho city the less drinking there was. 

S. Gough, city clerk, had occupied the 
position of clerk for 12 years. There were 
21 licensed bouses in the city and one whole- 
sale. bouse. There have been no cases in the 
city where licenses had been lost during bis 
term of otlico. He found that the Sunday 
closing act had decreased a good amount of 
drinking. He supported Mr. Haelam's ob- 
jection to tbe act regarding tho closing 
of saloons. He said there was a prohibitionist 
He thought that prohibition 
be enforced us well as any 
law. He believed that the 
of the community were so 
abiding that they could 
fall in with the law. There might, it was 
true, bo porno smuggling. Ho favored the 
prohibition of the manufaeturo and import 
of intoxicating liquors entirely, and be- 
lieved iu iho compensation of brewers and 
distillers for tho loss to their machinery. 
He was of opinion that drinking had de- 
creased during the time he had lived here 
and thought that the change was duo to 
the work of the churches uud temperance 
organizations. 

J, P. Planta, S.M., was next examined 
As fur as his experience went the provision 
of tbe licensing law were well observed 
Lately thero had been about six cases of 
breach of the Sunday closing act. He be- 
lieved in closing bur-rooms entirely on Ihe 
Sabbath, both in the interest of tlio public 
and of the vendors. He said that I be hotel 
keepers in the city were, as a rule, men of 
good standing and thoroughly law abiding 
in every way. There was no criminal 
element within the district. Ho had ob- 
served no particular change in tho drinking 
habits ot the community, though be believed 
there wi,s more drinking done in private 
houses. As a matter of principle ho was in 
favor of prohibition; but in tbe present 
state of the public feeling lie believed that 
a law would be impracticable. The largo 
proportion of cases that came before him 
as magistrate, were principally duo to in- 
toxicating liquor. No case of licensed 
dealers supplying Indians with intoxicants 
bad come up before his notice. He favored 
tbe idea ot sending constant drunkards to 
an inebriato homo which should be attached 
to all cities.

CRANKS AT THE DOCTORS. 



Capvivi's Efforts Against Bismarek- 
The Kaiser and Saxony's Kinrr— 
A Useful Fund. 



London, Nov. i20.— The Royal commis- 
sion on labor is approaching the terminu. 
tion of its task. It was appointed nearly 
two years bro by the Salisbury Govern- 
ment, when tho labor question was coming 
threateningly to the front. The principal 
object wiva to postpone uctiou until ftftot 
tho general election. T Unh kecoii^khea', s P al ' 
tho commission has ceased to attract public I 
attention. It has, nevertheless, plodded 
along and accumulated more than ordinary 
mortals are likely to read. Tho Duke 
Devonshire, who was appointed chainu 
had long ago practically withdrawn from 
tendance at the sittings of tbe commission. It 
is intended to examine only one further wit- 
ness, Griffeo, the Boird of Trade statistician. 
Then tho commission will adjourn till 
February, when the chairman is expected 
to bring up a draft, of a report for consider- 
ation. Meanwhile the labor question is 
■forcing itself to the front in the clamor of 
the unemployed. Tho president of the local 
government board' has issued a circular ad- 
dressed to boards and guardians and other 
loca." authorities all over tho country, urg- 
ing them as iar as practicable to inaugurate 
and push forward public works affording a 
■wage fund for the unemployed. 

Deputations aie daily waiting upon the 
county council, school boards, and heads of 
the many local departments imploring work 
or some form of assistance to carry them 
over the winter. 

The latest movement of German Chancel- 
lor Caprivi is another attempt to damage 
Prince Bismarck. He has made a collection 
of all the articles and interviews of tho lato 
chancellor which have appeared in Berlin 
and foreign newspapers of any nature hostile 
to tho Emperor, and an army of readers i.t 
tho chancellory has been busy for some time. 
They say the collection will Invo an effect 
which Caprivi thinks will be of the highest 
importance. The same tactics are being 
pursued against other high personages. 
These documents Caprivi is fond of 
producing, and it must be said that 
they fortify his position, and the 
result is that tho Kaiser renews bis pro- 
mises of personal support. Thes press 
clippings arc carefully prepared. They 
have, without doubt, prevented tho Kaiser 
from exercising his periodically strong de- 
sires to recall tho iron chancellor. Thus 
for a moment Prince Bismarck is very 
much out of favor at court and, further, the 
Empress dislikes him bei ause of the wony 

he causes the Kaiser. 

Caprivi would now be happy were it not 
for the black cloud of tho army bill hanging 
over him. Notwithstanding that all man- 
ner of pressure has been brought to bear, 
there seems every prospect of its being 
thrown out or withdrawn. In that case 
can Caprivi stand another "set down' like 
the educational bill ? 

It is now an open secret that the Kaiser 
refused tho advice offered by the King of 
Saxony during his recent visit here anil 
refuses to appreciate I he opposition to tho 
Caprivi regimo by the Liberals of youth 
Bavaria, Baden, Wurtemburg, aud, above 
all, of tho Saxony Conservatives, which is 
so very marked. 

It is said that the Minister of Foreign 
i\ 11' lira has exhausted the 500,000 marks set 
aside at his disposal as a secret fund, which 
was largely spent in keeping up pleasant 
relations with the pi ess.

"Some of the people who wait for the 
doctor's coming' delight in sitting down 
on two or three of tbe magazines usual- 
ly provided for the ante-room table. 
They do this so that they may enjoy 
the misery of their fellows with a more 
unholy joy. 

"Every one of a doctor's patients re- 
gards all the others with suspicion. 
Whether it is because each one of them 
wants the doctor's skill for him or her- 
self alone, I don't know. Hut they all 
sit and seem to say: 'Now why can't 
that fellow go off in peace ami quiet 
and die somewhere by himself, instead 
of cdming around here and 'worrying 
people with that ante-mortem face of 
his! Some people are so inconsiderate. r 
"Half of the ailments a doctor has to 
contend against are those of the im- 
agination. Some people are never so 
happy as when they're able to fancy 
themselves ill. Tin; doctor's cheerful: 
'Oh, you're all right; just a tritlo run 
down, that's all!' doesn't console; them. 
They know they're ill. They're certain 
of it. So they refuse to be comforted. 
Meanwhile .fEsculapius prospers." — 
Chicago Tribune.

NOT ALL PROFIT. 

Flow. tho Nickel That You Drop In thu 
slot Is Earned. 
It may have occurred to some who, 
by inserting the end pieces of two little 
rubber tubes in their ears, heard repro- 
ductions of stage songs by prima don- 
nas, stirring marches and thrilling mar- 
tial music by famous orchestra or 
bands, to reflect that the little machine 
in the corner of the station waiting- 
room, which ground out this surprising 
result, was getting something for noth- 
ing, or that somebody who owned it 
and "who toiled not neither spun," 
was reaping a harvest in nickels. It 
may be interesting' to know how the 
phonographic "blanks," as the little 
wax cylinders used upon the Edison 
phonograph for recording and repro- 
ducing speech are technically known, 
are charged with these choice selections 

of classic music for the public who have 
nickels to drop in the slot. The process 
is first to place the singers or instru- 
ments as closely to the large speaking- 
horn of the phonograph as possible 
in a room from which all other 
sound is carefully excluded. If there 
is more than one singer or instrument 
they are grouped in a semi-circle. 
Four or five, sometimes as many as 
seven, phonographs are arranged also 
in a semi-circle. The sounds are re- 
corded on all simultaneous-/, but n..- 
with equal perfection, some of the cy- 
linders being better than others. By 
this process, if a large number of cy- 
linders are needed to supply all the 
phonographs controlled by the com- 
pany, the music is simply repeated as 
many times as is necessary. After 
testing the cylinders are then ready to 
be placed upon the phonographs at the 
railway stations, seaside resorts and 
other public places, where tbe curious 
audience of one drops a nickel in the 
slot and then smiles to himself and 
wonders why everyone else doesn't 
smile in enjoyment of the feast of song, 
A much more rapid process is used by 
Mr. Edison in his works. What is 
called a "master record" is made upon 
a single cylinder, which is used similar- 
ly to the matrix in the stereotyping 
process for reproducing or multiplying' 
the cylinders as many times as may be 
desired. — Detroit Free Tress. 

Snap as an Edible. 
Dike all primitive people, the Maoris 
are very inquisitive, and, in tin; manner 
of children, are inclined to bring- every- 
thing to their mouths to test its quali- 
ties. In the early days a party of 
Maoris came across some bars of soap 
which had been washed ashore from a 
wreck.
